Iowa at present hasa 
more extensive free delivery service than any 
other State except Indiana and hence the 
Towans have a keener appreciation of the 
value of the service, and it is but natural 
that they should ask its extension. Compe- 
- tition for the free delivery is keen now and 
Congressmen are besieging the Postoffice 
department with petitions for the establish- 
ment of new routes in their districts. The 
department divides the service among the 
States as evenly as possible and only estab- 
lishes routes where they will be of greatest 
advantage. Extension to every locality is 
impossible under the present conditions, with 
an enormous deficit in the revenues of the 
department.

PUBLIC USES OF POSTAL BANKS, | 
Five bills for the establishment of postal 
banks have been introduced into 
Congress sinee the commencement of the 
present session. Four out of these five 
provide for a 2 per cent rate of interest on 
‘deposits, and only one for a rate above that, 
at 2% percent. The bill introduced by Con-. 
gressman Lorimer is generally similar in 
its essential features to the other bills that 
have been introduced. It provides for the 
investment of the postal savings deposits, 
which are to receive 2 per cent interest, in 
United States bonds, and, when it is impos- 
sible to secure these, in State, municipal, 
and county bonds. The Secretary of the 
Treasury is made the custodian of the 
funds, the Postmaster General being given 
no say as to their control, except in fixing 
the expenses of the system and the amount 
of reserve needed for,redemption purposes. 
The passage of an act establishing postal 
savings banks ought to be greatly facili- 
tated -by this almost unanimous recognition | 
of the principle that the rate of interest 
should always be kept below that paid by 
private savings banks. The class of de- 
positots whom postal savings banks should 
be designed to secure are those to whom 
security guaranteed by the government 
would count for more than the featyre of 
profitableness of investment. Coupled with 
this governmental guarantee, a 2 pet cent 
rate would be sufficient to attrgct to the 
postal banks a vast number of depositors of. 
small means and little courage, who had 
hitherto kept their money in places of hid-. 
ing because their fear of taking risks more 
than offset their desire to make profits, 
When people of this overdeveloped sense of 
caution figure among the depositors of pri- 
vate savings banks they are always poten- 
tial of serious trouble, for they can take 
fright groundlessly and start a general 
panie like the ever-present somebody in a 
crowd who is first to yell “ Fire!” 
savings banks would be far better off if 
they were utterly rid of such depositors, 
who disturb the general institution oferedit 
by their undue pronehess to fly into finantrial 
The government could probably make 
some large profits figuring on a 2 per cent 
basis of interest on postal savings deposits. 
Assuming that the funds would be invested 
in the new 2 per cent refunding bonds, there 
would be a profit if ever these bonds could 
, be brought below par., But when, owing to 
the large purchases fer purposes of na- 
tional bank circulation, they got above par, 
it would not be necessary to buy them for 
postal savings banks, as ample opportuni- | 
ties should always exist for investment ap- 
proximately as safe and far more profitable 
in securities of States and municipalities 
having good credit. In addition the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury should be authorized 
to make direct loans of such funds to na- 
tional banks which will pay interest’ and 
also put up sufficient government bond se- 
curity. It would thus be made 
apply tn times of financial stringency a 
medy which would not savor of giving the 
banks something for nothing, nor of any 
offensive discrimination whatsoever.
